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FARMERS SUGGEST THAT PRES- 
ENT SYSTEM BE CHANGED 


Mirance Question, and Many Reso- 
lutions Offering Suggestions Have | 
Been Passed and Wil Be Presented | 
to Government for Consideration, 


Calgary.—That some radical change 
in the hail insurance system of Ai 
berta is necessary, is evidenced by the 
deluge of complaints and resolutions 
which have poured in upon hk. J 
Fream, secretary of the United Farm. 
ers of Alberta, within the last two 
months, ine complaints are in many 
cases indiviaual, put they are ire- 
quently supported by corroborative 
evidence trom members of locas 
unions and by resolutions suggesting 
various remedies, Oi the three hun 
dred and more local unions in the pro- 
vince,150 have passed resolutions 
asking for remedies of some kind, ana 
the majority of the others will follow 
within the next month or two. 

In the main, the charges are that 
the present system of hail insurance, 
through the treasury department o: 
the government, 1s inadequate, De 
sy in acknowledging premiums anc 

tying liabilities, unsatisfactoy anu 
and slothtu 
agents are a few of the charges urgec 
against the present tem of hai. 
insurance by the farmers in the pro 
vince. 

Recommendations for compulsory 
hail insurance or for voluntary insur 
ance with a system of public owner 
ship, under the management of an in 
dependent’commission, are being made 
by those districts which have suttere 
most and which are anxious to hastei 
action in the matter, 

At present nothing definite is unde: 
contemplation at the headquarters o: 
the U. &. A, here. Hail insurance ha: 
been a stock bone of contention sine 
before 1946. Mr, Fream is at presen 
at work preparing a synopsis of th: 
expressions of tne various — loca 
unions, to be presented to the annua 
convention in Red Deer on Janu 
ary 16. 

By the present system postmaster: 
and secretaries of school districts ar 
authorized to collect premiums at the 
rate of 25 cents per acre; to secure th 
maximum indemnity of $4 per acre 
The farmer must pay 4 comuissiotr 
of 50 cents to the agent to cover th 
cost of remitting the money to E 
monton, and the farmer is not entitl 
ed to the benefits until acknowledg 
ment of the receipt of the money 1 
received from the treasury depart 
ment. Herein lies the first batch of 
grievances. ‘Ihe cominission paid t 
the agent is not sufficient to induc 
him to take a careful interest in th 
work; the indemnity is not sufticien 
to secure the farmer againts ban) 
ruptcy in severe cases; the govern 
ment is so slow in making acknow 
ledgments that many farmers are vic 
tims of the storm before their insur 
ance is secured, 

It is aleo declared that the inspect 
ors are too few and the territory to 
large, and that this results in seriou 
delay. In several districts inspector: 
are charged with ‘skipping’ some o 
their territory, and of making unnec 
cessary trips. Notice of hail must b 
sent by the farmer to the departmen 
by registered mail; the governmen 
then forwards lists to the inspector 
and delay and much useless travellin 
is occasioned by the carelessness o 
the clerks of the department. 

One case has been cited to the see 
retary of the U. F. A., this year, of i 
farmer's premium being returned te 
him two months after the government 
had acknowledged the receipt of th: 
money and the acceptance of the risk 
In seven cases in one district the gov- 
ernmest is alleged to have refused te 
pay the isdemnity on the ground tha’ 
the crop was hailed out before th: 
money was acknowledged, while thi 
farmers assert that the premiums wer 
deposited with the local agent some 
time before any storm occurred, 

In another case a farmer charges 
that his papers were returned, marke: 
as refused, at the end of the season 
but the money was retained. He war 
not entiteld to indemnity, as his ero] 
was a full one, 

Compulsory insurance under an in 
dependent commission is the idea 
most frequently advanced, The reor- 
ganization of the treasury departmen’ 
and the placing of the  insuranes 
scheme on a more businesslike basi 
by a few minor reforms is the sug 
getion of farmers in districts infre 
quently affected. And it is said That 
in towns and cities there is alread 
an embryo agitation to ask that the 
government abandon the — whol 
scheme in favor of the private com 


pany.

MINE RESCUE DEPOT 


Alberts Is the First Government ir 
Canada to Instal Rescue 
Station 


Edmonton.—The provincial govern 
ment will place line rescue station 
in the Crows’ Nest Pass district. The 
station will be located at Blairmore 
one half cost of its construction anc 
equipment to be borne by the min 
operators of the Crows Nest. 

The station will be fully equippec 
with the most modern mine rescue ap 
paratus and will be in operation by 
January 1, 1912. A man will be place: 
in charge of the station whose duty i 
will be to train volunteers for each o 
the mines. Two or three such eorp: 
will be trained for each mine, At the 
central station apparatus carried by 
rescuers in entering the danger zon 
of mine accidents will be charged witl 
oxygen ut a pressure of from 1,80« 
pounds to 2,000 pounds per squar 
inhe. Ten two-hour apparatus an 
five one-hour apparatus will be pro 
vided. The oxygen will be stored ii 
eylinders oxygen will be discharge: 
into small eylinders of the apparatus. 

The Alberta government is the first 
in Canada to take steps to provide : 
mine resue equipment. In British Co 


ty bia mines are compelled by law t« 


t’ »vide it. In Nova Scotia some o 

se big mines have been equipped by 
the operators. The work of installing 
the apparatus will be supervised by 
John Sterling, inspector of mines.

Nov. 19.—Pastor Russell on the At- 
laatic homeward bound. “Well as 
usual, thank God,’ was Pastor Rus- 
sell’'s word of greeting by wireless to 


the millions of readers of his sermons | 


in the secular press. His message for 
Sunday was from Psalm xlii, 5-9; 
“Why art thou cast down, oh my 
soul, and why ert thou disquieted in 
me? Hope thou in God for I shall 
yet praise Him. All Thy billows are 
gone over me." We quote as follows 

The Psalmist’s knowledge of the 
sea was probably limited to tho vicin- 
ity or Jaffa (then Joppa), where tra- 
dition says King Solomon once had 
a little harbor, now filled in and 
cultivated with orange groves. 

King David's knowledge of sea 
billows was probably confined to the 
buge waves which sometimes 
over the massive 
front of Jaffa, the result of 
north winds. Nowhers have I ever 
seen the majestic power of the sea 
more strongly contrasted with huntan 
weakness than at Jaffa Port. 


water is desp and th» billows follow | 


one another with seemingly irresisti- 
ble force. 

In the Psalm of which our text is 
@ part, the Prophet likened his trials 
and difficulties and his own 
lessness to those of a swimmer bat- 
tling with the stormy sea at Jaffa; 
wave after wave of trouble having 
tolled over him, yet his faith in God 


continued. He was suffering for 
righteousness’ sake—because of his 
faithfulness to God. He knew that 


Divine providence permitted his 
troubles for some wise purpose. He 
called upon his soul, yea every power 
within him, to exercise faith, trust, 
confidences, and to rejoice in his tri- 
bulations, knowing that they were 
not marks of disfavor, but to the 
contrary-—proofs of his loyalty; and 
that thus God was fitting and pre- 
paring him for His future service. 

“Why art thou cast down, Oh! my 
soul? Why art thou disquieted with 
in me? Hope thou in God, for I shall 
yet praise Him'’—for there very ex- 
periences and the helpful blessing 
which they will bring to me. “The 
Lord will command His loving kind- 
ness in the day time’’—in the glor- 
fous day of Emmanuel, when Satan 
will be bound, sin will be uprooted 
and the Sun of Righteousness will 
beam forth with healing rays of resti- 
tution.—Acts fii, 19-21; Ma‘thew 
xiii, 43 

But what about the night time of 


the present, while Sin ond Death 
still re'gn, and while Satan is stil 
the Prince of this world? How 


should David and all whom he typ:- 
cally represented conduct themsely 


in this present time, while waiting 
for the glorious day? Should they 
bemoan their lot and be unhappy 


and repine? Nay, says the Prophet: 
“In the night His song shall be with 
me, and my prayer shal] be unto the 
God of my life.” 

Only God's children can rejoice in 
the trials and difficulties of the night 
of darkness which covers the earth 
and the gross darkness which in- 
volves the heathen. Only these can 
sing with the spirit and with the 
understanding, because only these 
may understand clearly respecting th 
coming glorious world-wide blessings 
which God has promised, 

The unregenerate, even though 
good and moral, upright and noble 
cannot appreciate the deen things of 
God. They do indeed find temporary 

leasures of various kinds, and even 
ave less tribulation than the Lord 
pours into the cup of His faithful 
ones, but after all their pleasures 
are shallow and fleeting. Their chief 
pleasure is in seeking joy and not in 
realization. 

The world understands practically 
nothing about these  things—this 
spirit of a new mind or will in accord 
with righteousness. It understand. 
nothing about the anointing of the 
Holy Spirit, under the influence of 
which old things pass away and new 
hopes and aims and objects in life 
take their places. But each one who 
has passed through these experiences 
understands them; each one begotten 
again is aware of the change in hie 
mind, his will—knews that he has 
consccrated his life to righteousnes- 
and to the Lerd’s service, and realizes 
that an anointing has come to him. 

According to the Bible none have 
ordination of God to act as His 
mouthpieces except they have re- 
ceived this anointing. Such may be 
known by the fruits of the Spirit, 
which all the Spirit-begotten ones 
will soon be able to detect, and which 
will more or less be manifest also to 
the world, although the world will 
not know how to make allowances for 
having the treasure of the new mind 
in an imperfect human vessel, al- 
though the world will not know how 
to sympathize with the weaknesses 
of the fallen flesh, and may often be 
apt to denounce and condemn those 
who are walking to the best of their 
ability, not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit. 

We fear, howev r, that if this line 
were distinctly seen, sharply drawn, 
many who are now prominent minis- 
ters, reverends, doctors of divinity, 
would be seen to be barred from the 
Lord's service. Many of them have 
had ordination from men, but have 
never had the ordination of God, an} 
hence are unable to see spir.tual 
things themselves and equally in- 
competent to present such things to 
ethers. They have not been anoint 
ed or ordained of the Lord to preach 

On the other hand, many of’ the 
Lord's people, misled by the human 
distinctions betwen clergy and laity 
and the privileges and limitations 
accorded to the-e by Churchianity, 
fail to recognize that they are or 
dained to preach, and that unless 
they are continually preaching they 
are failing to accomplish the Divine 
will—fa ling to fulfil the ordination 
which was granted them of the Lord 
when they received the anointing of 
the Holy Spirit. 

This does not mean, however, that 
ai! who are anointed of the Holy 
Spirit ure appointed of the Lord to 
proach in the same manner, for, 4¢ 
the Apostle explains, we have gifts 
differing one from another, and, a> 
our Lord's parable explains, we have 
talents differing one from another, 
and our opportunities in life are 
among these talents. [For instance,

Value of Worldly Trouble 
—Chastening Brings Joy, 
Peace and Increased Faith.

some may have the talent for pre- 
senting the Divine message of mercy 
and truth in a private manner, and 
may be very effective in their minis- 
j tries, in their service; others may 
have the talents and opportunities 
|for more public service. The sisters, 
|for instance, are not scripturally 
|authorized to engage in the more 
|public functions of preching, but 
they, nevertheless, have glorious op- 
portunities in a more private way of 
| showing forth the praises of Him who 
has called us from darkness into His 
{marvelous light and who has anoint- 
,ed us to preach, to declare, to make 
known the good tidings. 

Well did the Master say that those 
hungering and thirsting for righte- 
ousness should come to Him if they 
would be filled. This is the class 
described by the Psalmist. In the 
}eontext he likens himself to an ante- 
lope, famished for water and seekin 
ja spring. He declares, “My sou 
thirsteth for God, for the living God”; 
lyet he was misunderstood, his oppon- 
}ents pointed to the waves of trouble 
}which rapidly buried him, and they 
jsaid, “Where is thy God?” If, as 
you say, you are His servant, Hi: 
child, surely He would not permit 
adversities to cross your way. 

But the Psalmist continued to hope; 
jand all true Christians, whom he 
typically represented, have continued 
}to trust, continued to sing songs of 
thanksgiving in the night, continue 1 
to wait for the morning of the New 
| Dispensation, very early in which 
jwill come their own resurrection 
change. So the Prophet said, “When 
shall I some and appear before God?” 
}and again, “I sha!l be satisfied when 
I awake in Thy liken 4 
| St. David's experiences were not 
jonly profitable to himself, but they 
were typical—illustrativs of the ex- 
periences of Messiah—Jesus, the 
Head, and the Church, His Body. 
|For nearly nineteen centuries the 
jwaves of adversity have been over- 
|whelming the Lord's Anointed—first 
\the Head, and sines, His Members, 
each in his turn, St. Paul tells us 
the value of these tribulations. Of 
nur Lord he says, “Yet He learned 
»bedience by the things which He 
suffered’; “He humbled Himself 
unto death, even the death of the 
| oress; wherefore God also hath highly 
lexalted Him’’--to the heavenly glory 
fand divine nature. 

God has made similar promises t 
the Church: “If we suffer with Him 
we shall also reign with Him.” If it 
jwas necessary that Jesus should suf- 
fer before entering into His glory, 


lihose wh it will be necessary for all 


those who constitute His glorious 
Bride class to demonstrate their love 
{and loyalty by suffering for righte- 
dusness’ sake before they can enter 
into glory with Him—before ‘‘the 
marriage of the Lamb.” 

| Although the present time is the 
\judgment day or trial day for the 
spirit begotten, the new creation 
only, nevertheless, the effects of the 
reign of Sin and Death and the waves 
|of sorrow and trouble are not con- 
fined to the Church. Although God's 
shildren receive extra waves of trou- 
|ble as part of their special training, 
the world has a heavy load, too. St. 
Paul speaks ‘of the groaning creation 
jand w@ can readily understand why 
the world’s fewer waves of trouble 
are much more troublesome than the 
many of the Christian. Those Di- 
vine providences teach the Christian 
{his songs in the night. When he 
|passes through deep waters the Lord 
lis wth him. The chastening of his 
soul brings peace and joy and increas- 
jing faith and love. 

| None of these ameliorating condi- 


{tions are possible to the world. Our 
Lord's invitation, “Come unto Me, 
all ye that labor and tre heavy 


iladen, and I will give you rest,” is 
open, of course, to all who have the 
var of understanding to hear, and 
the responsive conditions of heart; 
but the great mass hear not, neither 
do they understand. Alas! poor 
worid, you should have the sympathy 
of every Christian and not his im- 
preeations and thr ats of further and 
}aternal torture in the future. The 
; world is surely losing the great “prize 
f the high calling’ which the Church 


{will obtain. It deserves sympathy 
in respect to this loss; and as our 
|ayes open to see the true Plan of 


God, we may give to the world the 
‘message of God's Word—"Good tid- 
ings of great joy, which shall be unto 
jall people.""—Luke ii, 10. 

| The lessons taught by the present 
reign of Sin and Death, serrow and 
pain, are heart-breaking. God repre. 
sents man as originally created. in 
His own likeness and of tender sym- 
| jathy—tender-hearted. Sin, depravity, 
selfishness, have gradually hardened 
‘men's hearts, some more and some 
jless. The coming Age of Messiah's 
Kingdom is declared to be a time for 
he taking away of the stony heart. 
trom mankind and giving back in 


stead hearts of  flesh.—Jeremia' 
| xxxi, 32. 


| Meantime the trials and difficultie 
fof life are heart-breaking to all who 
are still tender-hearted, The met 
sage of the Gospel is for this clus, 
weary, the heart-broken, the dis- 
couraged, those not satisfied with the 
jrewurds of sin and selfishness, bat 
hungering and thirsting after righte 
ousnes:—sutistied only with — the 
| wlorious hopes of the future set forth 
in God's Word, which they grasp 
jwith the arms of faith. 
| The Lord, through the 


jto this tender-hearted, broken-hearted 
‘class, at the present time; and each, 
as his own heart is healed with the 
| Divine blessing, becomes the author 
ized and qualified agent for the seek- 
ing out of other heart-broken ones 
jand the binding up of their hearts 
with the promises of God. Thus we 
read of the Divine commission te 
Christ, the Head, and the Church, 
| His Body; “The spirit of the Tord 
God is upon Me, for He hath sent 
| Me to preach the Good Tidings to the 
|meek, and to bind up the broken 
hearted.”"—Isaiah Ixi, 1. 

Our present mission, then, is not 
| that of heart breaking! The stony 
{hearted are doing that work con- 
|tinually. Our mission is to ley down 
life itself in assisting all the broken- 
| hearted to @ true knowledge of God 
and a true appreciation of His Plan 
for the Church, apd His subsequent

| Tian for the world. we, tnen, as 
| ambassadors for God, beseech men 
to be reconciled to God and to come 
into harmony with him. But even 

hough our words be scattered broad- 
cast we know that only the tende-- 
} hearted and broken-hearted are likely 
and to respond. The mes- 
| sage once confined to the Jews, aa 
| God’s “chosen people,” is no longer 
confined to them. It wis to the Jew 
| first, now equally to the Gentiles 
| “He that hath an ear to hear, let 
him hear.” 

Those who have not the ear cannot 
hear this message, even though the 
sound thereof has gone out into all 
the earth, and the words of the mes- 
sage to the ends of the carth. In 
due time, during Messiah's King 
dom, all the blind eyes will be open- 
ed and all the deaf ears will be un- 
stopped, and the knowledge of God 
shall be world-wide and «vean-deep. 
But not yet! So long as Satan rul>s 
in this world he will blind the minds 
of those who believe not, in order to 
hinder the true light from shining 
into their souls. God-has permitted 
him success in respect to the world, 
because the Divine message at the 
present time is intended only for the 
special class who hunger and thirst 
after righteousness. These are called 
with the message, ‘Gather My sainta 
unto Me, saith the Lord, those who 
have made a covenant with Me by 
sacrifice.” 

We have seen that the Church's 
resent mission is merely to gather 
rom the world the broken-hearted 
class, which hears and responds to 
| the Divine message. Thus the pres- 
ent work of the Church is merely te 
complete her own numbers--to gather 
in a sufficient number to complete 
the elect Church. So the Scriptures 
declare that in the end of this age 
shall come the union of the Church 
| with her Lord, by the power of the 
| First Resurrection: “The marriage 
,of the Lamb has come, for His Wife 
hath made herself ready."”. The work 
of the Church is not only to find a 
sufficient number of humanity will- 
ing and glad to walk in Jesus’ foot- 
steps, but also to instruct these.

The “Dagens Nyheter” states that 
this year’s Nobel prize for literature 
‘oes to the Belgian poet, M. Maurice 
Maeterlinck 

M. Maeterlinck is, pial a best 
known to the general English-speak- 
ing public by his fairy play ‘The 
Blue Bird.” Like all his work, it 
unites symbolism with artistic charm. 
‘We all seek happiness, do we not?” 
said the author, ‘Well, the Blue 
Bird is happiness—the bird that is 
never caught. Quite simple; just a 
story for children—of all ages’ 

Maeterlinck has been called the 
Belgian Shakspere. Born at Ghent in 
1862, he studied law at the university

The Nobel prizes were instituted by 
Mr. Alfred Neb:l, the Swedish inven- 
tor of dynam'te, who left his fortuna 
of nearly $6,500,000 as a fund fer the 
benefit of persons who in five different 
fields of progressive activ ty contr but- 
ed to the welfare of mankind and the 
peace of the world. Mr. Nobel died in 
1893, and in 1901 the first, prizes were 
awarded. Each is of the value of over 
$35,000, and is awarded for work in 
the promotion of peace, medical re- 
search, cl al research, literature, 
and physics. 

Among English prize-winners have 
been Mr Redyard Kinling (Liteua- 
ture 1907), Major Ronald Ress, chief 
of the Liverpool School of Tropical 
Medicine (Medics! research, 1902), 
|and the late Sir W. R. Cremer, then 
secretary of the International Arbi- 
tration League (Peace, 1903). In 1903 
the prize went ‘or the firat time to 

a woman, the Baroness von Suttuer, 

whose book, “Lay down your arms,” 

moved the Tsar to call together the 
| first Peace Conference at The Hague.

A MERCILESS LANDL®RD. 
Clanricarde, treland’s Greotest Ty 


rant, to Sell His Property. 

Nothing so significant has happened 
in the history of Ireland for many 4 
day as the decision of Lord Clanri- 
carde to sell his estates to his ten- 
ants, anfounced recently by John 
Dillion at a meeting at Portumna, 
Cdints Galway, in the heart of the 
Clanricarde country. 

Perhaps no Irish landlord has been 
more execrated than Clanricarde, and 
certainly none has deserved it more 
When others were reducing rents, and 
even waiving them in hard times, 
Clanricarde exacted the uttermost 
farthing and evicted and burned with- 
out merey when they were not forth. 
coming. His estate has been in a con. 
dition of actual war thirty years. 

How pitiless he was is proved by 
the fact that the men of his own 
class even refused to associate with 
him. Things were made so unpleas- 
ant for him he was not seen in the 
House of Lords for many years, and 
when he did make his appearance a 
couple of years ago to vote on a divi- 
sion of great importance to his class 
he wags shunned by every one. 

A great English landlord, Lord St 
Aldwyn, who is better known by hi 
former title of Sir Michael Hicks 


Beach, even went so far in a debate | 


as to declare that Clanricarde’s vote 
in favor of a measure was equal te 
half a dozen votes against it, and te 
denounce him as a disgrace to land- 
lordism. 

Clanricarde has not been in Ireland 
for at least thirty years, and probably 
for a good deul longer. He had not 
even the courage to face his tenants, 
but left that dangerous work 
agents, and more than one resigned 
rather than carry out his orders, 

He lived alone in London, occupy- 
ing a little flat in Piccadilly, amusing 
himself by collecting pictures and 
antiques. Although a wealthy man 
he probably spends less on himsell 
than most clerks, and few of the peo- 
ple who meet the queer old man in the 


| garb of nearly a century ago walking 
along Piccadilly every fine morning, 


realize this is the man whose fame as 
the worst landlord even Ireland ever 
produced is known to all the world. 
The pity of it is that Clanricarde is 
the last of a race that has been great 


| in Ireland nearly 700 years, and some 


of whose members really served their 
country. His name is Hubert George 


| du Burgh Canning, but the “Canning”

Clanricarde has made up his mind te 
sell his estates because he sees that 
Home Rule is inevitable, and knows 
he will receive much less considera- 
tion from an Irish executive than he 
will in making a bargain with the 
congested districts commissioners, te 
whom he has signified his willingness 
to consider a fair offer.

Canadian Lumber. 

Advance official statistics for 1910 
place the Canadian yield of lumber 
at 4,900,000,000 board feet, worth over 
$75,000,000. Of the 26 native species 
of wood cut, the first nine were soft- 
woods, spruce being the most import- 
ant, as it furnished one-fourth of the 
total cut. Spruce and white pine to- 
gether formed barely one-half of the 
1910 cut, while in the year previous 
these two species made up nearly 
three-fifths of the total. This decrease 
in proportion is due not to a smaller 


cut of the two species, but to a great | 


increase in the amount of Douglas 
' fir, hemlock, cedar, and yellow pine 
proaueee in British Columbia. 
ourth of the 1909 cut was formed of 
these four species, while in 1910 the 
total cut of the four was increased 70 
per cent. Up to three years ago white 
pine stood at the top of the list, when 
it was supplanted by spruce, although 
| the actual cut of the taal had not 


decreased, The prediction of last year | 


|that white pine had nearly reached 
its maximum yield has proved true, 
as the cut shows a falling off of 4 


per cent., or 42,000,000 feet, as compar. | 


ed with 1909. In British Columbia the 
eut of yellow pine has increased 
nearly 600 per cent, in one year, This 
increase, amounting to over 150,000,- 
000 feet, was sufficient to raise it in 
importance from fourteenth place to 
sixth place among the different spe- 
cies,
